The decision was favorable to the 
government's attempt to bring about 
a dissolution of the corporation, which 
practically controls the tobacco trade of 
the world outside of Great Britain. 

The court found, however, that the 
government's request for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver was impractical 
and wholly unnecessary, and at the 
same time the four judges agree that 


The complaint against the Imperial 
Company and the British- 
American company was dismissed. 

“There can be little doubt that the 
Federal statute has been violated,” 
said Judge Lacombe. “Each one of the 
purchases of companies, complained of 
in the petition, was a contract and 
combination in restraint of trade and 
competition existing when it was en- 
tered into, and that is sufficient to 
bring it within the ban of this drastic 
statute.” 

In addition to the American Tobacco 
Company defendants named in the 
government's suit included the Impe- 
rial Tobacco Company, the British- 
American Tobacco Company, the Unit- 
ed Cigar Stores Company and fifty-nine 
other small corporations. The suit was 
filed on July 10, 1907, and asked spe- 
cifleally for the appointment of re- 
ceivers for the various defendant com- 
panies. 

It was alleged that the Imperiai Tw- 
bacco Company, which controls the to- 
bacco trade of Great Britain, fought 
the efforts of the American Tobacco 
Company to sell ite goods in that coun- 
try and that as a result the Imperial 
and the American companies organized 
the British-American Tobacco Com- 
pany to control the trade outside of 
Great Britain and America, ‘The com- 
plaints against these companies were 
dismissed.

HUENEME, Nov. 7. — The 
discovery of a huge mammal, 
or fish, has been made two miles | 
north of Hueneme, near the 
Lehmann ranch, and there is 
considerable speculation on the 
part of the fishermen and resi- 
Wents of this district as to what 
the thing is.

Meanwhile a 
body of men, making no appeals to

The men who orig- 
inate the industries which give em- 
ployment to those demanding the right 
to say how the same shall be condpct- 
ed, are the ones for whom legislation 
should be enacted, for they are the 
ones who keep the wheels moving. La- 
bor will get its own reward according 
to its efficiency.

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(MINES OF T. HE RAND. 

PRODUCE $10,000,000 a MONTH AND 
HAVE BILLIONS IN SIGHT. 

From Our Own Correspondent, 


OHANNESBURG.—Take out your watch, hold it to 
J * ear and listen to the ticks. For every one of 

them $4 worth of yellow gold is now coming out of 
the great mines under my feet. That is the measure of 
the stream, and it goes on, second after second, minute 
after minute, hour after hour, day and night, all the 
year through. The steady output of the gold mines of 
the Rand is now $4 per second, $240 per minute, more 
than $14,000 per hour, and over $300,000 per day. In 1907 
the product was more than $130,000,000, or more than 
$11,000,000 worth of the yellow métal every month. 

In all history there has been no such golden flood as 
that which is now pouring forth from the Transvaal. 
The mines of India, of Croesus and of Solomon were 
as nothing beside it. The treasures of Mexico and Peru 


. 


in the times of Cortez and Pizarro dwindle in compari- 
son, and Australia, Alaska and California have had noth- 
ing like unto this. The mines of the Rand are now pro- 
ducing more than one-fourth of all the new gold in the 
world. They were discovered only a little more than 
twenty years ago, and they have already turned out 
more than $1,000,000,000 worth of bullion. This is 
equal to one-twelfth of all the gold from all the mines of 
all the world since Columbus discovered America. In 
weight it is just about 2000 tons, or so much that if 
you loaded it on two-horse wagons at a ton to the 


‘wagon, it would take a line of teams twelve or fifteen 


miles long to carry it all. 


More than this, these mines promise to continue pour- 
ing out gold for generations to come. They could pro- 
duce twice as much today if they had the labor, and they 
could treble that amount and keep the mines going for 
years. The gold reefs, in which the precious metal lies 
have been proved for a length of more than sixty miles, 
and experts say that they can be worked to a depth of 
6000 feet. If they were worked to 4000, the amount so 
far taken out would be just about 3 per cent. of the 
whole, and at that rate there are from ten to fifteen 
billions of the precious bullion left. 

The production has been Increasing by leaps and 
bounds ever since gold was discovered here. In 1884 the 
output was about $50,000, and ten years later it had 
jumped to $38,000,000 per annum. It steadily in- 
creased to about $80,000,000, which was the annual 
product at the beginning of the Boer war. It then fell 
to almost nothing for a year or so, but in 1904 it was 
again $80,000,000. In 1905 it reached $100,000,000, in 1906 


it was more than $120,000,000, and in 1907 the vast sum 


of $136,750,000. These amounts are inconceivable, but 
they are about what the mines are producing today. 
The aggregate dividends last year were $35,000,000, and 
the mines which paid them are capitalized at over $120,- 
000,000. I have before me a newspaper which gives the 
products of a dozen of the leading mining companies 
during the past month. None of them has paid less 
than $7500 for every day of that month, and some have 
run as high as $15,000 per day for the thirty days. Talk 
about gold! Where will you find it elsewhere as here? 


The Golden Dough of the Rand. 


almost despair of describing these caves of Aladdin 
on the highlands of South Africa. They are not like 


any mineral region of North or South America, and | 


doubt if they have their counterpart on the face of the 
globe. The country is half-desert and there are no indi- 
cations of minerals. The gold is found in several great 
reefs of rock which run through a range of low hills 
for a distance of about 120 miles. The land is a mile 
or more above the sea, and these hills run from 100 to 
200 feet higher. The reefs begin at the surface and 
extend down at a regular slope for no one knows how 
deep into the earth. They are great sandwiches of gold- 
bearing rock, streaked here and there with a conglomer- 
ate or pudding containing quartz pebbles. The pebbles 
may be called the raisins in the pudding. They range

the pudding, or the cement which holds these quartz and 
other rocks together. Money is often called dough in

a trip over the reef and going down into one of the 
mines. We might start at Johannesburg and go east 
and west for sixty-odd miles and see nothing but mines 
all the way.

We can see the black smokestacks cutting the 
sky at the front and behind us, and we could throw a 
stone into the great hills of dazzling white sand which 
have been left near the mine after extracting the gold. 
On each of those hills cars are crawling up and down. 
Some of them are attached to steel cables, which bring 
the refuse for several miles and automatically dump it 
of the hill, crawling on without stopping un-

The cars look like enormous ants or bugs. They are go- 
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img on the dead run over the white sand, which shines 
out under the rays of the African sun. 


scouring your floors. Let it rise right out of the green 
hills and extend on for forty-odd miles, and you have 


some idea of these enormous piles of refuse which have 


come from the reef. Remember, as you look at it, that 
every grain of that sand was once part of a rock con- 
taining gold, and that hundreds of millions of dollars’ 
worth of gold has come from it. If you continue your 
ride you will find a fence of iron smokestacks along the 
whole forty miles, and you will never be outside the 
din of the stamp’ which are crushing the rocks to get 
out the gold. 


In a Big South African Mine. 


It is only one of these mines that we shall visit to- 
day. It is the “Simmer and Jack,” within a half-hour’s 
ride by train from Johannesburg, covering an enor- 
mous territory sprinkled with gold. This mine has 
produced more than $5,000,000 worth of gold during the 
past year, and it yielded about $500,000 worth of gold 
last month. It is a great gold factory, devoted to tak- 
ing the rock out of the earth and reducing it to bullion. 
The ore contains only about $7.50 worth of gold to the 
ton, and the profit is not more than 87 cents on every 
ton handled. It has the best of mining machinery and 
it works between 5000 and 6000 men day and night, Sun- 
It has more 
than 4000 Chinese, a thousand black natives and the 
hundreds of whites who act as skilled laborers and as 
overseers and managers. 


The Simmer and Jack begins at the surface and its 


gold- bearing rock runs down at an angle of forty-three

Then a signal from the engineer dropped 
us down into the darkness and another signal stopped 
us at a tunnel 900 feet from the surface. Here we left

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Saving the Lobster. 


GOOD DONE AT THE RHODE 
ISLAND HATCHERY. 


By a Special Contributor. 
Na until now has it been possible to assert de- 


nitely that the lobster is saved. Ten years ago the 
edible bug appeared in danger of extinction. Sei- 
entific, well-directed efforts toward its artificial propaga- 
tion had proved inadequate to offset the ravages of its 


enemies of the deep and its arch-enemy, Great 
governments had confessed themselves It ap- 
peared certain that within a few years the of lob- 


ster would be known only to the predatory rich. 

The situation was one which found its parallel in the 
case of the terrapin. Once so plentiful in its native 
habitat that laws were passed forbidding serving the 
delicious turtle to slaves oftener than a specified number 
of times a week, it is now so rare as to be out of the 
reach of the only moderately prosperous. This was the 
fate which a decade ago confronted the lobster and 
those who love it. : 

But now it may be stated with the force of an official 
pronunciamento that the peril has been averted. The 
recent International Congress on Fisheries at Washing- 
ton awarded two prizes to the man who has achieved 
this remarkable humanitarian victory. One was for the 
greatest advance in fish culture since the last meeting 
of the Congress three years ago, the other for the most 
practical method of lobster culture. The recipient of 
these prizes was Prof. A. D. Mead, of Brown Uni- 
versity and the Rhode Island State Laboratory at Wick- 
ford. The turn by which the lobster was saved was so 
absurdly simple when it was finally pulled off that the 


a dozen years ago in the harbor of Wickford under the 
joint auspices of the State of Rhode Island and Brown 
University. Wickford’s chief claim to fame up to the 
present time has been that there New York’s ultra-fash- 
fionable set transferred from an express train de luxe to 
a steamboat to go to Newport. Henceforth its citizens 
may display more pride in boasting of the success of 
their lobster hatchery. rot 
The essential features of the Wickford hatchery are 
floating tanks through which the tide water flows freely, 
and a gasoline engine. There is no (difficulty about 
hatching lobster eggs. It has been done with equal ease 
in Norway, at Woods Hole and at Wickford. Nor is 
there any trouble about feeding the lobster larvae. They 
eat eagerly anything within reach, and chopped clam 
meat and chopped beef are equally grateful to their pal- 
ates. But the trouble is that they will also eat one an- 
other. Settling to the bottom of the tanks, they grab 
the one nearest, quite unconcerned as to whether it is 
brother or sister, cousin or merely a casual acquaint- 


ance, and calmly begin digestion of one end before the 


other end has been swallowed. 


It is difficult to understand how they can thus feast 
on one another until it is understood that the rate of 
growth is very uneven. The one which gets the best 
start in the race of life, therefore, is up to the task of 
accounting for several hundreds of his fellow-beings be- 
fore he learns to feed on a more diversified menu. 

In their natural state not oniy do the larvae feed on 
one another, but they appear to be especially palatable 
tid-bits to every swimming creature. The sordid and 
commonplace herring eat them with as much avidity 
as the lordly bluefish. There results a mortality un- 
equaled on any battlefie!] except that of the Kilkenny 
cats. 

It was discovered at Wickford that the larvae could be 
deterred in some degree from eating one another by 
gorging them with other food. But the results were not

only wonder is it had not been worked out before. It 
was hardly more than the “simple twist of the wrist” 
prestidigitators tell about.

It may as well be admitted at the outset that the lob- 
ster is a peculiar beast. It is the savage of the seas, 
ferocious, solitary, cannibalistic, yet in its earlier stages 
of development subject to the most extraordinary mor- 
tality, the prey of everything which swims and singu- 
larly fond of feasting on its fellows. 


It is hatched from an egg, the female carrying on the 
under surface of her tail m 10,000 to 20,000 of these 
“seed,” as they are called, for eleven or twelve months. 
The hatching of the seed sets free a number of minutem, 
translucent creatures with voracious appetites which 
pick their livings from the microscopic organisms of the 
sea water, and as they grow a little larger turn upon 
one another as especially desirable additions to their 
bill of fare. In its first larval stage the lobster drifts 
with the current, but after its first moulting it develops 
“swimmerets,” so-called, which enable it to direct to 
some degree, although feebly, its movements. In the 
larval stages it resembles only remotely the brick-red 
adult which is dissected to the everlasting advantage 
of the salad. And it is in these stages that the mortal- 
ity of the tribe is so dreadful. Scientists assert that if 
more than a single pair of lobsters should survive from 
every 30,000 larvae hatched the sea would be overrun by 
lobsters in eight or nine years, so delicately and exactly 


is the balance of marine life adjusted. The lobster’s 


natural enemies have held such a catastrophe in check, 
while man has put a high polish on the work by catch- 
ing so many as to threaten extermination. 


As the lobster is found in many quarters of the globe 


and the same destructive conditions have been at work | 


everywhere, it followed that civilized nations have de- 
voted much thought and labor to the problem of sav- 
ing this valuable food supply. Norway has been promi- 
nent in the field. Japan has entered it more recently. 
The United States at the Woods Hole, Mass., laboratory 


has givew its best scientific thought to the question. :

And like everything else of the kind, it 
was simplicity itself. The secret was simply to keep 
the water in motion so that the little lobsters could not 
settle to the bottom and get hold of one another. 


Straightway he fitted up a series of paddles similar to 
the fans used for driving away flies, and now these pad- 
dies keep the tanked water agitated day and night, with 
the result that the hatchery brings to the fourth stage, 
where they are turned out on their own resources, 50 
per cent. of a hatch, which is far and away better than 
had ever been done before at any laboratory. eae 


How this work is looked on by other scientists may 
be gathered from a remark of Dr. H. C. Bumpus, presi- 
dent of the International Congress on Fisheries and di- 
rector of the American Museum of Natural History, New 
York City. 


“This work at Wickford is not only the most impor- 
tant in the world in fish culture,” said he, “but also the 
most successful. The Rhode Island Commission is do- 
ing the most practical work in the world in connection 
with fish culture. There is none other to compare with 
it. And it is being done at the lowest cost, for Dr. Mead 


carries on the station with only two or three assist- 


ants, while other experiment stations need the services 
of twenty or twenty-five men at least.” 

Another long step in improving the lobster supply has 
been in the time of releasing the larvae. Formerly it 
was the custom to turn them out to fend for themselves 
very soon after hatching. At chat stage, however, they 
are as helpless as babies of the human kind, with only 
slight power of locomotion and no weapons of defense. 


The lobster grows by a series of moultings, shedding 
its shell, stretching itself and developing a new shell 
enough larger than the first to accommodate the in- 
creased bulk. The periods between moults are known 
as stages. It is not until the fourth stage that the ani- 
mal assumes the shape of the lobster of commerce and 
becomes able to defend itself to some degree. After 
the fourth moult it is found to have acquired in a meta- 
morphosis which consumed only a few minutes, the 
physical equipment of an adult and the disposition of a 
bulldog in place of the rabbit-like timidity which had 
hitherto characterized it. Previously drifting and swim- 
ming, it now settles to the bottom and picks out a hole 
beneath a rock or digs a hole in the sand, from which 
it watches for its prey and in which it defends itself

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How Oun BATTLESHIPS SIGHT AND 
‘Fire Turin Guns. §

every battleship in the American navy, in active 


T least once every year, and sometimes oftencr, 


commission, goes out for target practice. There 


are generally regular chosen places, adapted for that 


purpose, where target practice is held year after year. 


The place where it is held must be one which is fairly 


Protected from storms, must afford good anchorage, and 


most important of all, must be out of the track of 
merchant vessels, that there may be no danger from 
stray shots. Magdalena Bay, Mexico, where the great 
Atlantic fleet held its last target practice, is an ideal 
place for such a purpose. It is a- large, land-locked 
bay, capable of holding all the fleets of the world, and 
is situated off the coast of Lower California. The land 
surrounding it being an uninhabited desert, few mer- 
chant vessels ever touch there. 


. When the Atlantic fleet arrived in Magdalena Bay 
after a journey of 14,000 miles, just five days were nec- 
essary to lay out the ranges, to construct the targets 
and the rafts which support them, and for getting every- 
thing in readiness to begin firing. It was wonderful 
that such a great fleet, after such a long journey, should 
arrive at its destination in perfect condition to begin 
hostilities, for target practice as it is carried out in 
the navy today is practically the same as an engagement 
with an enemy. There being sixteen ships in the fleet, 
four “mges were laid out, that there might be four ships 
to & range, one going on as soon as the other had fin- 
ished. There is a great deal of work in the preparation. 
The rafts which support the targets are constructed 
and anchored where the range is to be placed. Then a 
line of buoys are placed about 1500 yards in front of the 
raft. These buoys support red and white flags, which 
letermine the time to commence and to cease firing, 
when the ship is steaming past them. The ship upon 
‘oming on the range passes the first buoy, which sup- 
ports a white flag, and the command is given for the 
sums’ crews, of the guns which are to fire, to “stand 


oy.” Everything is in readiness, and when the ship. 


yasses the second buoy, which supports a red flag, it is 
chen directly in front of the targets. The ship’s whis- 
‘le then blows and no time is lost until the guns desig- 
nated to fire are hurling their missiles of steel at the 
targets, as rapidly as possible, and cease only when the 
aumber of shots previously agreed upon have been fired, 


ir when the ship passes the third buoy, which is the 


tignal to cease firing.

‘ange while the ship was firing, rushes in and repairs 
the targets and then again gets out of range, while the 
ship makes another round. 

On the morning of March 17, the Vermont, Kansas, 
Alabama and Maine went on the range, and soon the 
hills were echoing the roar of the great guns. Follow- 


ing the first on the range, came the Louisiana, Illinois,’ 


Kearsarge and Georgia, then the Kentucky, Minnesota, 
Ohio and Rhode Island. Last came the Connecticut, 
New Jersey, Missouri and Virginia. They all sang the 
same song and told the same story: a tremendous roar, 
like the explosion of a huge charge of dynamite, fol- 


lowed by a fleeting glimpse of a dark object flying. 
through the atmosphere, radiating with heat, which 


upon striking throws up a great column of water that 
resembles a geyser. Very seldom does a shell thus fired 
sink when it first strikes, but continues richochetting 
and striking until it is out of sight. It is often the 
case that the course of a richochetting shell can be traced 
by as many as seven columns of water in the air at 
one time. 

When the big guns in the turret of a battleship are 
being fired, the concentrated and united efforts of 
twenty men are required in handling the ammunition, 
loading, sighting and discharging the guns. Two men 
are necessary in sighting one of the big guns. One con- 
trols the horizontal range and the other the vertical. 
Electric hoists bring the ammunition up from the 
magazine below. The powder is put up in bags and in- 
closed in a brass case, which is water-tight. Two bags 
are required for one loading of the gun. It is a very 


easy matter for onc to read about a gun having made 


twelve or thirteen shots in five minutes, but one does 
not consider the amount of work the crew does in ac- 
complishing such a thing. In that short time, steel 


projectiles with an aggregate weight of six tons have 


been fired through a single gun, by the explosion of 
about two tons of powder, all of which has been brought 
up from the magazine and handling-room forty-five feet 
below. A hoist is loaded with projectile and powder 
charge. It is hoisted to the gun, here it is rammed 


into the breech, then the hoist immediately descends 


for another charge, which is well on its way to the gun 
before the preceding one has been fired. It is only by 


constant drill of the handling-room and turret crews 


that such a rapidity of fire can be obtained. 

One wonders how it can be possible that the men be- 
hind the guns are so accurate. The two men who sight 
the gun have their eyes glued to their telescopic sights 
continually. One man has a lever in hand, a slight 
movement of which will move the turret to the right or 
left as he so desires. The other has the lever which 
controls the elevating and depressing, ot the guns. Their 
sights, which have previgualy; true hrthe 
gun, are just big telescopes with two wires ‘ | 
in the center.

The matter of danger in the 
rapidity of fire in the American navy has been evapo- 
rated and boiled down, until the American has come to 
the conclusion that he much prefers the small chance 
of blowing himself up with his rapid firing than to take

circumstance, grief, danger, despair. Few hymns have 
a more pathetically beautiful origin than the one of 
Rev. George Matheson's, usually sung to the tune of St. 
Margaret. The author was engaged to a young lady 
whom he loved devotedly; shortly before the marriage 
was to be consummated, he was stricken with blindness. 
When it was known that his sight was permanently 
gone, his intended gave him up; crushed by his double 
grief, he wrote “O love that will not let me go, I rest 
my weary soul in Thee.” Especially beautiful is the 
second stanza, “O Light that followest all my way, I 
yield my flickering torch to Thee.“ 


“Abide with me; fast falls the eventide,” was writ- 


ten by Rev. Henry Francis Lyte. a curate in Devonshire, 


England, among a hardy class of seafaring folk. The 
author was declining in health and was ordered to leave 
England. After serving the last communion in a very 


weak condition, he dragged himself to his room, and 


remained there a long time. That very evening he gave 
to a relative this hymn in its original eight stanzas. He 
died while he was on his journey. 


“God moves in a mysterious way.“ was composed by 
Cowper when the shadows of his troubled mind were 
darkening heavily. Believing that he was doomed to 
end his life in the River Ouse, he had ordered a car- 
riage, and bidden the driver to proceed to a certain spot. 
For some reason this spot could not readily be found, 
and as the poet considered that this was the only place 
for such a suicide he reluctantly’ gave orders to turn 
homeward. Arriving home, he sat down and composed 
this hymn. 

“Blest be the tie that binds,” was written by Rev. 
John Fawcett, an English Baptist. He had received a 
call to London and his farewell sermon had been 
preached, but his loving people clung around him and 
could not let him go. Finally, overwhelmed with the 
sorrow of those whom they were leaving. Dr. Fawcett 
and his wife determined to remain. He resolutely re- 
turned to his work on a salary of something less than 
$200 a year, and wrote this hymn to commemorate the 
event. 

For wide usefulness and acceptance scarcely any 
hymn can dispute the supremacy of Charles Wesley’s 
“Jesus, Lover of My Soul.” Henry Ward Beecher once 
said of it: “I would rather have written that hymn of 
Wesley’s than to have the fame of all the kings that 
ever sat on the earth.” It is often called a sailor’s 
hymn. 


The hymn beginning “I love to steal awhile away,” 
was written by Phoebe Hinsdale Brown, and is another 
proof of the fact that a hymn must be lived before it 
can be written. It is never sung as it came originally 
from the pen of the author, but this is an instance 
where the pen of the amender is a necessity. Mrs. 
Brown was all her life poor. An orphan at two years, 
she was 18 before she even learned to read. When 
this hymn was written she lived in a small, unfinished 
house, and with four little children and a sick sister, 
her only opportunity for meditation was to creep away 
after the little ones were asleep to the spacious grounds 
of a neighbor. Here under the great elms, she believed 
herself alone, and the fragrance of the flowers, though 
their beauty was hidden in the darkness, was grateful 
to her starved senses. But even this was ‘denied her 
by the stories of gossips who saw her. and one day the 
owner of the beautiful grove, a woman of wealth, meet- 
ing her at the home of another neighbor, said to her in 
a sneering tone: “Why do you come up at evening so 
near our house and then go back without coming in? 
If you want anything, why don’t you come and ask 
for it?” The manner even more than the words grieved 
her. That evening she was alone; after the children 
were in bed, except the baby, she sat down in the 
kitchen with the little one in her arms, and out of her 
grief wrote what she called “My Apology for My Twi- 
light Rambles, addressed to a Lady.” 

The first stanza of the hymnal version was the second 
of the original hymn (there were nine verses,) and read: 
“I love to steal awhile away from little ones and care.“ 
Read it again with this story in mind, and you will ap- 
preciate its pathos. It will be of interest to know that 
one of her sons was the first missionary from the United 
States to Japan, and was sent out by the Reformed 
Dutch Church. It was he who composed the tune “Mon- 
son,” so named from Monson, Mass., where she once 


lived. William B. Bradbury also wrote a tune for it, 


naming it “Brown” for the author. Ninety years ago, 
this poor woman, beset by poverty and evil tongues, 
wrote these verses to ease her own aching heart, and 
how many another has found solace in singing them! 

“Jesus, Savior, Pilot Me,” was from the pen of Rev. 
Edward Hopper, for many years pastor of the Church of 
Sea and Land, New York City. His work among sea- 
faring men made ts phraseology familiar to him, but, 
while it appeals especially to those who follow the sea, 
its simple imagery creates an instant picture for any 
who sing it. The hymn _| is especially fortunate in being 
wedded o a harmony that fits it perfectly. With only 
three distinct strains for a six-lined stanza, the music 
is full of the sweep of the wind, and the dash of the 
waves. 

It is difficult to realize that the author of Lalla Rookh 
also wrote “Come, Ye Disconsolate, Where’er Ye Lan- 
guish.” but genial Tom Moore was a beautiful hymn 
writer. There is an Irish lilt and fervor in his lines, and 
they almost sing themselves. “O, Thou Who Driest 
the Mourner’s Tear,” and “Thou Art, O God, the Life 
and Light,” are his also. 

Fannie J. Crosby, blind since her eighth year. who 
wrote “Safe in the Arms of Jesus,” was the author of 
the once popular songs “Hazel Dell,” “Rosalie the 
Prairie Flower,” and “There’s Music in the Air.”

Son solaced himself by composing that hymn of trust 


and praise beginning, “How are thy servants blest, 0 
Lord.” Especially significant, remembering this, are 
the lines “When by the dreadful tempest borne, High on 
the broken wave.” This was first published in the 
Spectator, and is usually called the “Traveler's Hymn.” 

“One Sweetly Solemn Thought’”’ was written by Phoebe 
Cary when she was only 17 years old. The great wri- 
ters have contributed largely to our hymnology. O. W. 
Holmes has given us several, among them: “O Love 
Divine! that stooped to share our sharpest pang, our 
bitterest tear; Whittier, the very human “We may nat 
climb the heavenly steefps. To bring the Lord Christ 


down.” Longfellow, T. W. Higginson, N. P. Willis. 


Adelaide Proctor, and Emily Huntington Miller are 
names often found in our hymn-books. 
One of the most beautiful of all is E. H. Sears’s 


Christmas Carol. “It came upon a midnight clear. | 


That wondrous song of old.” It seems almost to sing 
itself, especially when set to the tune of Carol. Heber. 
Bonar, and Faber and holy George Herbert are dear to 
all hymn lovers. One of our happiest translators is Dr. 
Neale. “Art thou weary, art thou languid,” and For

Few are aware that Toplady’s well-known “Rock ot 


Ages” was originally written to clinch a controversial 
article against Methodism. Letters that passed be- 
tween the author and John Wesley at that time are 
rank with bitterness. Toplady was a stern Calvanist, 
and he attempted in the article and hymn to show that 
God’s sovereignty was all, and man’s efforts availed 
nothing. “Should my tears forever flow, should my zeal 
no languor know, This for sin could not atone,” was 


really written in derision of Wesley’s belief. In the 


years that have intervened the dispute has died a nat- 
ural death and is forgotten, but as frequently happens, 
the hymn has taken to itself a lif® of its own, and 
heavenly wings. | 

I have only skirted the vast shores of this subject, but 


must mention one more. For exquisite beauty of im- 


agery and word, read the early translation of “Jerusa- 
lem, my happy home, When shall I come to thee?” It 
was written in the time of Elizabeth, by a priest of the 
Roman Catholic church, and in quaintness of diction it 
is like a rare jewel. This should not be confused with 
the hymn of Bernard of Cluny, which in the original is 
3000 lines long; from the latter are taken the para- 
phrases, “Brief life is here our portion,” “For thee, 0 
dear, dear country.“ Jerusalem the glorious,” and 
“Jerusalem the golden.” Neale translated the entire 

To the mass of people who sing them, our great 
hymns are creediess, but it may be of interest to them 
to know that in one of the most widely-used hymn- 
books “Laudes Domini,” the church affiliations of the 
authors are as follows: Episcopalian 112, Congrega- 
tional 40, Baptist 29, Presbyterian 28, Methodist 11, Ro- 
man Catholic 7, Independent 6, Dutch Reformed 3. 
Universalist 2, Unitarian 26, Plymouth Brethren 5, 
Friends 2. 

Some music celestial lingers in every heart, kept alive 
by the fragrant memory crystallized in a hymn. Such 
hymns whether old or new, will always be cherished.

Not in many years 
has the crater been so active as at this time, and hun- 
dreds of people have visited it each week during the 
past few months. In July and August of this year the 
boiling, seething lava was within 150 feet of the top of 
the cavity, and people spent half the night, fascinated 
by the wonderful sight. 
Ordinarily five days is the shortest possible time in 
which one can make the trip, as Kilauea is over 200 
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miles distant from Honotulu, on another island. Re- 
cently a finely-equipped new boat, christened the “Mauna 
Kea, has been put into service and special three-day 
excursions are arranged. Such excursions, however, 
make the trip a far too hurried and fatiguing one, and 


a ten-day trip is much preferable to either. If one can 


spend ten days for the trip the return may be made from 
the Kona side of Hawaii, thus giving one an entirely 
new view of the island and of the lava flows of past 
On ordinary trips the visitor to Hawaii leaves Hono- 
lulu at noon, reaching Hawaii some time the next day. 
One usually remains for the night at Hilo, the largest 
port on the island of Hawaii, and leaves early the fol- 
lowing morning on the railway, which takes one through 
beautiful tropical forests and wild tangles of fern trees, 
bananas, shimmering silver-green kukuis, and the many 
attractive forms of forest growth. A three-hour stage 
ride completes the trip and leaves one at the Volcano 


House, where mine host Demosthenes Lycurgus, a 


Greek, beams forth in smiles to receive the visitors. 
and knows how to prepare an appetizing luncheon or 
dinner whichever the case may be. On the special ex- 
cursion the Mauna Kea leaves at 5 in the afternoon and 
reaches Hilo at 10 the following morning.

Across the sky 
is that wonderful, fiery glow, and as one approaches 
the edge of the crater, or as near as he dares go because 
of the great heat, his heart almost stops beating with 
the wonder of it. The main surface of the boiling caul- 
dron is pitchy black, but jets of molten lava shoot up 
like geysers from the boiling, seething mass, possibly 
twenty-five feet into the air, perhaps more, as it is dif- 
ficult to judge of distance when looking down from 
above. At certain places at the side of the crater the 
lava boils up higher and higher till it breaks and rises 


breakers on the sea, accompanied all the while by a roar- 
ing sound. The effect of these great waves of liquid 
lava tossing and splashing against their prison walls 
as though impatient to break all bounds and go dash- 
ing down the mountainside, is awe-inspiring, and people 
stand or sit on the ground for hours, sometimes all 
night, watching with fascinated, burning eyes the won- 
derful, unearthly sight. The heat is of course intense, 
and most people are obliged to wear masks of paper 
or cloth to protect their faces. Even then their faces 
are often burned as though by the fierce sun shining on 
water, and cold cream and talcum powder are at a pre- 
mium.

Our native 
walnut (Juglans Californica) is another plant varying 
from a rather insignificant shrub to a lofty tree accord- 
ingly as it finds suitable soil. Libocedrus decurrens,

Coast. On the Channel Islands there grows a curious 
tree, known as tronwood, named for a former Angelefio 
(W. 8. Lyon) by the famous Dr. Asa Gray as Lyono- 
thamnus. This is a beautiful small tree, but is ex- 
tremely hard to grow when small and is so much loved 
by the black scale that it has been banished from our 
gardens.

EGG PRODUCTION.

OME time ago the Scientific American made the as- 

sertion that fully 80 per cent. of all people who went 

into business failed—that is to say they were not 
money-makers and property accumulators as a result of 
their enterprise. We have often wondered what per 
cent. of successes and failures in the poultry business 
entered into that calculation. With the present high 
prices prevailing for the grain foods, there can be no 
question but that many people are “going out of poul- 
try,” even with eggs ruling somewhere about the 50- 
cent notch. Of course this is only temporary; never- 
theless it must be admitted that the season now draw- 
ing to a close has been quite as onerous to the peultry 
breeder as to the average business man in the city. 


As a matter of fact, there is much said and written 
anent the profits of poultry that does not bear scrutiny . 
in the light of experience; for instance, the 200-egg-a- 
year hen that we read about. Of course.she does exist, 
but she represents the abnormal rather than the nor- 
mal. The flock that averages 150 eggs per hen is in- 
deed a model one; and to gain that result, intelligent 
management and feeding will have to be practiced. And 
just in the degree and proportion that this is followed 
will it be possible to maintain a flock ‘to that stand- 
ard. Indeed, the Maine experiment station has dem- 
onstrated that it is possible to evolve a strain of birds 
that shall be prolific layers. but well-nigh impossible to 
maintain it. In other words, excessive egg-production 
is quite apt to sap the vitality of the hen and thus 
weaken her offspring. 0 


Another thing that has been quite thoroughly dem- 
onstrated is that the small ofick will produce more hen 
fruit per bird than a large one. Of this fact the Aus- 
tralian laying competition is most convincing. In these 
competitions the hens are divided into flocks of six and 
are kept separated the year through. With 660 hens 
under observation, these being of many breeds and from 
many breeders, Mr. Thompson, who has charge of the 

birds, succeeded in producing 183 eggs from each hen 
as the average of the whole number, a record which has 
never been equaled by by any other breeder of poultry. 
Small flocks in pens large enough to giv® them plenty 
of room to run about, combined with careful feeding 
and the feeding of as much as the hens could be per- 
suaded to eat, were the means adopted for this result. 
The writer calls to mind a poulterer with 600 laying 
White Leghorn hens managed on the small flock plan 
who certainly “made good” at the business. Many of 
his birds never saw free range, and were n. 
just as bappy. 

There is another phase of utility poultry that we 
should like to see broken up by the American Poultry 
Association, and that is some recognition of the com- 
mercial side of the busness in its standard of perfection 
—just how this is to be done is not yet quite clear, 
though something might be said for the egg-laying type, 
the style of bird best suited for market purposes, and 
also to quality and size of eggs produced. It would 
seem that if the breeders of showroom specimens and 
fancy breeding stock are to have a healthy demand 
for their product, something must be done for the man 
wanting hens for eggs or fowl for table purposes. In 
its last analysis poultry culture must stand or fall on 
its econoinic values, those basic principles out of which 
man can minister to his comforts and wellbeing. 


The Poultry Four Hundred. 


It is estimated by a contemporary that there will be 
held in the United States this coming winter over 400 
- poultry shows, containing all the way from 300 to 5000 
entries. Placing the average at 1000 birds, we shall 
have on dress parade in one form or another fully 400,- 
000 specimens of poultry and pigeons. When we allow 
for the fact that no one at any of these functions 
searcely ever asks about the egg record of a bird, nor its 
value for meat, we begin to realize the love of the bird 
that possesses us as a people. All these fine speci- 
mens are judged and commented on for their value as. 
objects of beauty—fine feathering, good color in plu- 
mage, symmetry, strong head and leg points, etc. It 
is indeed a striking fact that poultry shows are not 
maintained on economic lines at all: they are a man- 
festation of a deep-seated love for beautiful birds cou- 
pled with a spirit of sportsmanship that is indeed ex- 
hilarating when carried out along lines giving empha- 
sis to “the square deal.” To the breeders of pure- 
-pblooded fowl they are also a clearinghouse for the dis- 
posal of surplus breeding stock.

Against Pigeons. 


There is only one way to keep migratory pigeons from 
eating with the hens, and that is to wire the top of the 
pen. It is not a great expense, and of advantage in 
several ways—once being done is never a regret, and 
lasts many years. It is cruel to clip wings in the sense 
of making a hen a cripple, and the high flyers get much 
recreation they need in a house top-wired. During the 
heat of summer one may iay cover on the top wire and 
make shade, while in winter it can be removed. Out 
of door perches up four feet high can be arranged for 
summer and taken down in winter, and nest boxes can 
swing in shade from the roof. 


With bantams it is wise to use inch-mesh wire, which 
also keeps birds from fiying in, not oniy to get food, but 
to get the bantam chicks. In the country and suburbs, 
many a chick bas been lifted and carried away by blue- 
jays and butcher birds. Birds will go through the big 
mesh, and where blackbirds are a pest, the inch mesh 
will soon pay for itself. 


Does Poultry Pay? 


The same old question of profit and loss is forever 
coming up, and the same old truth ever the same. Poul- 
try pays or it would not reach the prominence in mar- 
ket it certainly has. Figures go to show its commer- 
cial importance, and also that nothing responds better 
to endeavor, with small capital invested. It is all a 
matter of what one considers “pay.” A big poultry in- 
dustry, well managed, pays in cash, and the family 
flock will pay cash if run on a cash basis. It would 
not pay the big poulterer to feed as the caretaker of the 
family flock, nor the caretaker of the family flock as 
much to feed as the big poulterer. A hot morning 
mash for the family hen pays, but would be foolishly 
expensive for the poulterer. Other things are just as 
good and what is prudence for one is not for the other. 
t pays one doesn’t 


pay another. 


If the woman of the family ‘hates to feed hens and 
will not feed the table waste, it may or may not 
pay a man to keep family hens, the great gain being 
in making waste into profit. He may like to get up 
early and cook the waste to feed, and feed it before go- 
ing to business. Many a man likes the fellowship of 
ambitious hens early of a morning; likes to respond to 
the kind of dependence he has in them. It is most 
wholesome to like such things. It pays him in cash, but 
he would not hire out such work, and it is not the cash 
value that pays him for the early morning work. Hens 
are early risers and early to business, are a sort of 
business-kindred to the right man. To the wrong man 
they are a pest, and would not pay in any sense. The 
writer thinks of a learned judge who used to get up 
early and work in his kitchen garden every morning 
before assuming professional duties. It was a tonic. 
Chickens are the same kind of tonic, and a tonic that 
will also pay in cash. 

There is a limit to numbers in a family flock. It pays 
few caretakers to winter more than twenty hens, and 
twelve or fifteen are preferable. Above that number 
they become a commercial dependence. A few fine 
fowls, well fed and cared for, pay the family caretaker 
better in winter, and involve the breeding of fifty chicks 
each year in March and April. The man who has not 
the expense of feeding a large family could not afford 
to pull out on family lines and would have to feed as the 
big poulterer feeds a colony. If that way does not pay 
in cash, we would not have the products in our mar- 
kets we do have, with figures showing that the business 
increases each year. The cash returns of a family flock 
or a colony would not tempt a business man to keep 


hens to get that amount of cash unless he likes the care. 


of hens, or, being an epicure, finds delight in the home 
products. Many a man keeps a colony of hens to get 
fine eggs and flesh, and is repaid regardless of what it 
costs to keep them in cash. Hiring a caretaker and 
buying all feed, it is possible to be well paid for keep- 
ing fine poultry.

Story of Light Brigade. 


A SURVIVOR OF THE Six HUNDRED 
RECALLS FAM Oous CHARGE. 


From Chicago Inter-Ocean. 


OT long ago there was a reunion in Canada of the 

survivors of the Light Brigade, which made the 

charge at Balaklava, and of the 200 men who 
emerged from the storm of shot and shell half a century 
ago five old British heroes met to relate their experi- 
ences since and to see what tricks their memories would 
play on them in recalling the historic, event which 
brought them together. Of the five survivors three were 
residents of the States and two of the Dominion, but 
not one of them had a prettier tale to relate than a Cri- 
mean soldier who was not there—a bright-eyed, grizzly- 
haired, straight and long-strided Welshman—a resident 
of Chicago and now, in his seventy-fifth year, just re- 
turned from a visit to a farmer son in Iowa, who, in No- 
vember, 1854, was born near the battlefield of Balaklava 
soon after the famous eharge, while the husband was a 
member of the Welsh Fusileers. 


For years there were few in the vicinity of a certain 
section of the West Side, in that city, who did not know 
this shoemaker and Methodist exhorter. It was often 
difficult to determine in which line he was most skillful. 


He was a good workman, a clear thinker, and a forceful . 


speaker; and, while he vigorously hammered his last, 
he was eagerly snatching scraps from the books placed 
conveniently around him and digesting them for plat- 
form use. Hovering in the background was usually a 
thin, dark little woman, perhaps five feet tall, who was 
the mother of his eight children, including the Bala- 
klava born. Several years ago, after his six living chil- 
dren had scattered over the United States, they cele 
brated their golden wedding in their own quiet way, and 
last winter the little mother left her Welsh fusileer for- 
ever 


South African War, when Prince Bonaparte was killed,” 
he said, regretfully, M proudly. How did I happen to 
get into the Crimean trouble? My father was warden 
of the parish, which, under the quota, was obliged to 
raise twenty-four volunteers. We didn't think there 
was going to be serious trouble then, so when father 
asked me if I wanted to go to the war we all looked at 
it as a joke. But I said yes, enlisted, and was soon after 
married and went to the drilling camp at Haverford 
West, on the coast of Wales, where between 6000 and 
7000 green volunteers were put through the manual and 
taught to fire a gun. I remember one public meeting 
held there was attended by 1000 men and 910 volunteered 
for service. But, as I said, the whole affair seemed 
more like a joke than real war. We all volunteered for 
five years to serve Her Majesty the Queen, either in 
Great Britain or elsewhere, for £20, paid in install- 
ments. Our daily rations were one pound of beef, one 
pound of bread and one pound of potatoes, and each 
company of 100 men was allowed to have four women— 
sometimes wives, sometimes not, for most of the enlist- 


ments were of young men between 18 and 20. But we 


had to have our washing done; the service was very 
particular about the neatness of the uniforms. Each 
soldier paid the women 2 pence a week for washing two 
shirts ahd two pairs of drawers. Well, I was corporal, 
and liked pretty well, and wife was a great favorite and 
made lots of money at her laundry business. 


“The Scotch and Weish Fusileers were among the 
first to depart for the seat of war, going from South- 
ampton. After a voyage of five days we reached Gibral- 


tar, where we were again drilled, especially in minie- 


ball firing. The voyage to Malta was rough, and we 
looked with some envy at the favored Household Guards, 
on another steamer, who were allowed eighteen inches 


for the width of their hammocks. About the end of 


March, 1854, we landed at Malta, and a week after ar- 
rived at the Dardanelles in the midst of a dreadful snow- 
storm. Gallipoli was the headquarters of the allied 
forces, and we found the French already there in pos- 
session of the best provisions, tents and everything else. 
As they were far better equipped at the start, especially 
in the way of clothing, there was considerable grumb- 


ling over the situation. I remember they had thick, |

shoes. Part of the time we were in the Crimea we had 
bitter cold weather, and as many of our men had no 
gloves they bound their hands in rags. to shoes,

“Poor Lord Raglan, the head of the British army— 
an emaciated old man of 80—was not equal to the task 
cut out for him. He had lost an arm at Waterloo as 
an aide-de-camp and dispatch bearer to the Duke of 
Wellington, whose comrade in arms he was for forty- 
five years. Since Waterloo he had seen no active serv- 
ice, had been a good organizer—that was all. He did 
what he could, but he only lived about a week after the 
English were repulsed with that awful slaughter from 
Fort Malakoff, the great defense of Sebastopol. 


“Among the British leaders—especially with the 
Scotch and the Welsh—I think Sir Colin Campbell came 
nearer to being the idol of his men. He was a broad- 
shouldered, fine-looking man, about five feet ten inches, 
with a long military mustache, and commanded the bri- 
gade of Highlanders. The first important step in the 
siege of Sebastopol was the battle of the Alma River 
and the taking of the heights on its banks. In the final 
furious charge on the Russian infantry and artillery 
Sir Colin had his horse shot from under him and was 
wounded himself, being altogether the hero of the day. 
In this engagement the Highlanders and all the tall sol- 
diers had a great advantage over the short men. The 
Sixth Irish Regiment, among others, was in dire dis- 
tress, as in fording the stream the water reached nearly 


every man’s mouth, and, in many cases, beyond. As a 


rule, the Sardinians were also short men, although I 


think no commander presented a more magnificent ap- 


pearance on horseback than Victor Emmanuel, with his 
noble bearing and black, tremendous mustache, both of 
which in a minor degree have been inherited by h 
grandson, the present King of Italy. 3 
“I remember Lord Roberts aiso—then a minor lieu- 
tenant. Gen. Kitchener was then a little Irish boy 4 
years old. I had a great admiration for Gen. Pelissier, 
the French commander. Both French officers and men 
were fine soldiers in those days, and showed a dash and 
an endurance which have never been excelled. Their 
final assault on Fort Malakoff was superb, and they 
gave and took the cold steel in a way which we before 
imagined was typically English. They used their bayo- 
nets, swords, clubbed rifies, pistols, gun rammers, pick- 
axes, stones—anything to beat their way in. They filled 
the ditch with their dead, crossed it, scaled the parapet, 
struggled up the slope to the old stone tower of the 
Malakoff, planted the tricolor on the walls and then 
sent word to our Gen. Simpson that they would gladly 
assist him in the capture of Fort Redan. The failure of 
the British assault on Redan was not for want of stub- 


born bravery, and the losses of the Royal Welsh Fusi- 


leers were severe beyond parallel, but the retirement of 
the Russians across the harbor and the firing and burn- 
ing of Sebastopol made a repetition of the attempt un- 
neeessary. 

“But the two great British cavalry charges at Bala- 
klava occurred nearly a yar before the fall of Sebasta- 
pol. The Russians had captured the heights from the 
Turks and several batteries of artillery. Then the Rus- 
sian cavalry attacked the Ninety-third Highlanders, the 
only infantry regiment on the plains—the ‘red streak,’ 
as Sir Colin called them, ‘tipped by a line of steel.’ The 
charge was repulsed, and soon after the British heavy 
cavalry attacked and routed the main body of Russian 
horse. During a lull in the operations Lord Raglan ob- 
served that the Russians were attempting to remove the 
captured batteries beyond the dahger zone. He sent or- 


Ane old ‘Welsh Fusileers in ders to the light brigade of hussars. lancers and dra- 


goons to prevent this, if possible—obviously more to 
harass than to directly attack the Russian forces. The 


order which reached the Earl of Cardigan, however, was 


to capture the guns. and, though he expressed some sur- 
prise, he forthwith drew up his 670 horsemen, who had 
often been derided by the infantry and heavy cavalry, 
and proceeded to assault six solid divisions of cavalry, 


supported by about a dozen battalions of infantry and 


thirty pieces of artillery. For a mile they charged down 
a gentle slope in the face of volleys of round and grape 
shot poured out by the batteries, and passed through a 
cloud of Russian riflemen to within fifty feet of the can- 
non they were ordered to capture. When they found 
themselves entirely cut off from the British troops they 
turned and again plowed through the Russfan army. 
The enemy were so taken by surprise at the first on- 
slaught that the real butchery did not commence until 
the light brigade cut their return passage. The wonder 
is that even 200 returned from that heroic, useless dash. 
But wherever soldierly faithfulness ie spoken of, we 
British point to the example—the charge of the Light 
Brigade. Afterward no slurs were cast on the light

“About a couple of weeks afterward, before the battles 
of the Inkermann, the little wife bore our first child in 
camp.

Land Conditions. 


HAVE a letter from an artisan who says he has a 
ew thousand dollars in the bank, a good trade and an 
income from rentals amounting to $800 a year. He asks 
about fifteen questions, most of which are not of public 
interest. The main query is: “I am thinking of buy- 
ing ten acres of land with the idea of at once establish- 


paring for a home to be occupied when I get tired of 
my present business. It is too far from the city to give 
it my personal attention. Can I establish this place by 
hiring some one to do the work required.“ 

I advised him not to try this plan. He could plant 
his home acre to shade trees and shrubs and start a few 
fruit trees successfully by proxy, but would no doubt 
fail if he tried to build up an orchard in this way. He 
says he once redeemed a worn-out farm in Georgia and 
sold it at a good profit and continued to work at his 
trade while doing this. But he would find the exactions 


some of which have been observed to hold fully a quart. 
The measurement of small quantities of water with 
large ungraduated receptacles must indeed fall far short 
of accuracy. Experience in fumigation soon demon- 
strates that by increasing the proportion of water the 
resultant injury to the foliage of the tree will be much 
lessened. By reason of this fact it is a common prac- 
tice with many fumigators to increase the proportion 
of water where heavy dosages of cyanide are used. The 
fallacy of this practice I will attempt to briefly demon- 
strate by means of the following diagram which is the 
result of careful analyses made by the U. S. Bureau of 


different proportions of water on the total amount of 
hydrocyanic acid gas available. Throughout these ex- 
periments, equal parts of cyanide and acid were used 
whereas the water was varied from one to eight parts 
(cyanide measured in dry ounces; acid and water in 
fluid ounces.) A glance at this diagram shows that the 
largest amount of gas is secured where two parts of 
water are used. As the proportion of water is increased 
above two the amount of available gas in decreased. If 
eight parts of water are used the diagram shows that 
less than half as much is obtained as where two 
parts are used. In other words one ounce of cyanide 
with two parts (ozs.) of water will produce more 
available hydrocyanic acid gas than two ounces of cya- 
nide with eight parts (16 ozs.) of water. This shows 


how easy it is to waste cyanide by merely increasing the 


proportion of water. 

“Throughout our California investigations we have 
employed three parts (dry ozs.) cyanide of potassium. 
Although two parts of water will allow the largest 
amount of available gas, in field work it is impractic- 
able to use this proportion of water because with it the 
residue in the generators will very frequently congeal or 
‘freeze.’ If three parts of water are used the residue 
very rarely congeals.”

MOST interesting experiment is the transferring to 

per of the natural outline and tints of a leaf. Take 
a piece of fine white linen, free from starch, and soak 
it in spirits of nitre until it is thoroughly saturated 
in the solution. Have ready a sheet of smooth paper 
and place it on the leaves from which it is desired to 
make the impression. Place over them the piece of 
linen wet with nitre, lay a sheet of paper over the linen, 
put all between two pieces of heavy cardboard and put 
under heavy weights for three or four days. When 
removed from the press the leaves will be bleached per- 
fectly white and the shape of the leaf in all 
colors will be imprinted on the paper.

The “plague,” so-called—there are more plagues than 
visited Egypt—like smallpox, cholera, typhoid and other 
manifestations of ill-health, is a filth disease. It can 
only become epidemic when there is suitable soil— 
= filth—matter in the wrong place—inner and outer 

In the Middle Ages the plague regularly, every few 
years, carried off a large proportion of the population 
of Europe. Hygienic conditions in Europe then were on 
@ par with those prevailing today in Hindustan, where 
they drink water from the sacred Ganges, in which 
corpses float, or in China, where conditions are ten times 
worse than in our Ameniran Chinatowns, or in cholera- 
infested Russia, where travelers prefer to sleep in the 
snow, with the temperature below zero, rathér than to 
remain in one of the mephitic cabins of the peasantry. 

Another filth disease, smallpox, has to a great extent 
disappeared as a dangerous epidemic, for the same rea- 
son that the plague has disappeared in the Occident— 
because of increased cleanliness—and vaccination has 
received the credit. In Cleveland, not long ago, an out- 
break of smallpox was stamped out by a thorough clean- 
ing up of the city, after wholesale vaccination had bee 
tried in vain. : 


The idea that this oriental filth disease—the bubonic 
plague—can become epidemic in California, a land bor- 
dered on the one side by the broad Pacific, from which 
life-giving breezes blow by day, and on the east by vast 
stretches of arid plains, where the air is so aseptic.

In those classes of diseases where cures are wrought 
there are the same percentages of cures by all the meth- 
ods. Indeed, those who have no religion are successful 
in curing disease. Dr. Dw Bois is scornful of religion. 
He isa materialist, yet only a few days are required in 
his clinics to enable one to see that he accomplishes by 


they are all successful in the healing of the sick by men- 
tal forces. 


“These facts force us to the conclusion that these cures 


are independent of any particular philosophy or religion. 
Some are cured by one faith, others are cured of the 
same diseases by no faith. It must be self-evident to 
the person who faces these facts with unprejudiced 
mind that these cures are accomplished by forces which 
reside in mind, and that the religious creed or philosophy 
of life are only means to bring these forces into action. 
Not until men understand this fundamental principle 
will they be able to regard psychotherapy as a science 
rather than a religion.” 

The rector of an Episcopal church in Los Angeles who, 
as recently mentioned here, has taken up a system of 
“divine” healing, recently began anointing invalids with 
oil and praying over them. He would do better if he 
should thoroughly rub their entire bodies with oil.

How Prohibition Works. 
| OME extraordinary ideas prevail in this country in 


- 


regard to the meaning of the word “temperance.” 


For instance, in a liquor trade paper, recently, it 
was noted that the German-American League of Cali- 
fornia had met in annual convention and had adopted 
resolutions to combat the temperance movement.“ 

What do these good German-American citizens advo- 
cate—intemperance? Surely not. What they mean, of 
course, is that they are opposed to the entire prohibition 
of the liquor traffic, which is very far from temperance. 
To insist that your neighbor shall drink strong coffee 
instead of light claret, because you choose to do so, is 
indeed an extreme of intemperance. 


This prohibition question that is now agitating the 
country is one of more than ordinary importance, be- 
cause it carries with it the germs of possible trouble, 
there being a great many people in this country who 
Object strongly to the curtailment of their personal 
liberties. Los Angeles should have a keen local interest 
in the subject as the Anti-Saloon League has planned 
to bring it to a vote early next year. N ‘ 


The impossible attempt to enforce absolute prohibi- 
tion leads to constant strife and keeps a community 
continually “all torn up.” In Stockton, recently, a sen- 
sation was made of the fact that the president of the 
Police and Fire Commission had been discovered in a 
restaurant eating a duck with wine—presumably claret 
or Riesling—after the hour when liquors may legally 
be sold. Of course, it was not exactly the right thing 
for an official to thus break one of his own laws, but 
what a measly small question to raise a big fuss over, 
when there are so many seriously wrong things being 
done all the time. That is another evil of this prohi- 
‘bition movement. It leads people who take up the 
subject to lose sight of all proportion of things. Some 
of them actually believe that to take a glass of Pilsener 
or Zinfandel is as great a crime as it is to insist on ex- 
acting full interest from a poor widow. 

Here are some sensible remarks recently made by Rev. 
Diomede Falconi, apostolic delegate to the United States, 
who recently visited St. Louis: . 

The prohibition movement which is sweeping the 
country today has been brought about not by the preva- 
lent use of liquor, but instead by its abuse.“ declared 
the venerable prelate, “and those who have endeavored 
to control the situation have found their efforts largely 
futile. 

“In dealing with a question of this kind, we must 
be careful to take into consideration the character and 
disposition of the people involved. Prohibition in Italy, 
for instance, would be nonsense. There is no need for 
it in that country. There wine is not only the drink, 
but also food for people. 

“Here in America we will not obtain the desired re- 
sults by enacting prohibitory laws. In such cases the 
very ones against whom the law is especially directed 
will find means of secretly evading it. | 

“No matter what laws you may make, people without 
a moral education will find a way of violating them.”

Bladder Troubles.

“I now write to ask if there is any remedy known for 
a weakness which seems incident to middle age—a weak- 
ness of the urinary organs manifesting itself in a need 
of frequent relief of the bladder—two or three times in 
a night.” 

Bladder trouble assumes various forms—retention of 
urine, incontenence of urine, irritability of the bladder. 
spasmodic contraction, acute or chronic inflammation of 
the bladder, gravel, etc. No ailment to which poor hu- 
manity is subject has such an aggravating effect upon 
the nervous system as those which affect the bladder. 

Bladder troubles, like most other ailments, are usu- 
ally due to dietetic errors. The proximate cause may be 
a chill, or severe mental shock. 


Those afflicted in this manner must avoid meat alto- 
gether, because meat has an acid reaction and tends to 
irritate the bladder. Semi-animal products, such as 
milk, butter eggs and cheese, should be used with great 
moderation. Flesh food is at the bottom of most chronic 
bladder ailments. Beer and coffee are especially inju- 
rious. Also, anything that tends to create fermentation 
in the stomach, such as cane sugar. On the other hand, 
strong acids, such as those of the lemon, rhubarb, etc., 
are also bad. Table salt should be avoided altogether. 
A bland mild diet should be adopted, including such 
foods as rice with baked apple. The salad plants are 
excellent. Sub-acid fruits may also be consumed in 
moderation. Flax-seed tea is an excellent thing to take 
at night before retiring. Drink distilled water. Take 
a cool sitz bath every morning. 


For immediate relief, where there is pain, take a hot | 
every hour 


bath and copious enemas of hot water 
total abstinence from food for a day or two.
